COURT'S RULING 
IS HARD BLOW 
TO THE TICKET 
SPECULATORS 


Two Fined for Soliciting Pa- 
trons of N. Y. Hipp. 


Jail Sentence Promised for 
Second Conviction 


Expected This Will End Eva- 
sion of Speculators’ Law 


New York, Feb. 9.—Two ticket specu- 
lators were fined in the Fifty-seventh 
Street Court yesterday by Justice 
Simms for soliciting patrons in front 
of the Hippodrome. In pronouncing 
sentence the Justice said a second con- 
viction would mean a workhouse sen- 
tence. 


The speculators were not actually 
selling tickets when arrested Thursday 
and Justice Simms’ ruling is believed 
to bring to an end the practice of evad- 
ing the speculators’ law. Previously to 
obtain a conviction it was necessary to 
actually produce the seat coupons 
which the speculators were trying to 
sell on the sidewalk. 


To avoid conviction these ticket 
vendors have been engaging space in 
small shops near the theaters, where 
the tickets were actually sold, while 
solicitors stood near the theater en- 
trance, directing their prospective pa- 
trons to the headquarters of their con- 
federates. 


This practice has been going on at 
the Hippodrome all year. Thursday 
when a half dozen of these solicitors 
appeared Inspector Morris was ap- 
pealed to and he detailed two de- 
dectives from his squad, who ar- 
rested two of the speculators and 
lodged a charge of disorderly conduct 
and molesting pedestrians against 
them, as they were not actually 
selling tickets. The decision of Justice 
Simms was, therefore, hailed with de- 
light by the police and theatrical man- 
agers as being a final blow to the busi- 
ness of ticket speculation, against 
which New York City has been fighting 
for two years. 


Justice Simms in his finding said: 
“The nuisance for which you are con- 
victed is one which New York City 
must be rid of. The Commissioner of 
Police has made it plain that he wishes 
the streets cleared of this objectionable 
practice, and I for one will sustain him. 
Whether you actually sell the tickets 
or act as an accomplice makes no 
difference. You are a part of a fra- 
ternity which has no right under the 
law to ply your trade, and a workhouse 
sentence will follow a second convic- 
tion.”

WHITE RATS PROBE CALLED 
A TRAVESTY BY FITZPATRICK 


In Letter to Mountford 


He Refuses To Give Up 


Books—Referee Terms Communication “Very 
Impudent”—Mountford Tells of His 
Suspicions of Irregularities 


New York, Feb. 9.—James William 
FitzPatrick, Big Chief of the White 
Rats, sitting in the parlor of his Wa- 
terbury home, fired a most remark- 
able verbal projectile, which yesterday 
afternoon landed squarely in the Nas- 
sau street office where Referee Lewis 
Schuldenfrei was conducting the in- 
vestigation into the White Rats’ 
affairs. This was in the form of a let- 
ter written to Harry Mountford in re- 
ply to a communicztion in which 
hiountford requested him to turn over 
to the referee the various papers, 
which, it is admitted, are at Fitz- 
Patrick’s Waterbury home. In his 
answer Fitzpatrick declared that the 
present White Rats’ investigation was 
“the purest travesty on the law and 
the facts,” that it was prompted by 
‘,ersonal persecution of the lowest or- 
der,” and the sum and substance of the 
entire document was defiance to the 
eourt and a blunt refusal to give up 
any of the papers in his possession. 


As a result of this stand taken by 
Mr, FitzPatrick an application will be 
made to the Supreme Court with a 
view tq forcing him to deliver these 
papers into the custody of the court, 
according to the mandate already made 
by the court.

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BURLESQUE PRODUCERS AND 
ELECTRICIANS STILL AT ODDS 


‘No Immediate Prospect of Their Making Up—Same 


Conditions Will Probably Prevail Another 
Season—Managers Say They Do Not 
Miss Former Employees 


New York, Feb. 9.—Burlesque producers are 
satisfied that the season, now well in its second 
half, has proved conclusively that burlesque is 
not as dependent upon electricians as many 
thought it was at the beginning of the season. 
Certain it is that the differences between the 
producers and the electricians have not been 
overcome in any way, and it is practically cer- 
tain that the same conditions will confront 
all parties concerned at the opening of next 
season, 

Owners of burlesque shows proclaim that their 
business has suffered in no wise this year be- 
cause of the absence of some of the electrical 
splendor of the past. They declare that com- 
plaints of this shortcoming only occasionally 
reach their ears, and that the public finds the 
shows just as pleasing as ever in spite of the 
absence of a company electrician. 


While these complaints may not, except on 
rare occasions, reach the ears of the owners 
and producers, they are frequently made by 
those in attendance at performances of bur- 
lesque shows. There is no disputing but the 
absence of electrical effects detracts from the 
color scheme, the brilliant atmosphere and the 
general attractiveness of burlesque, and it is 
certain that the public senses this loss and com- 
ments upon it. 

The curtailing of the electrical effects in bur- 
lesque is a step backward and is an act which 
is opposed to the general purpose of modern 
burlesque, The writer has no desire to par-

MAY CUT SA SALARIES 


Some Burlesque “Shows Are Contem- 
plating Such a Move 


New York, Feb. 9.—Some of the burlesque 
companies are contemplating a cut in salaries 


from now until the end of the season. It is 
understood that this step is being considered 
for two reasons. 

One is that some of the companies report that 
the Monday business of their shows does not 
make up for the Tuesday close-down, and the 
other is that theatrical conditions are such that 
the payment of full salaries from now on looks to 
them impcssible. They figure that if full sal- 
aries are paid it will be necessary to cut the 
regular season short, but that with a slight cut 
in the salaries they will be able to play the full 
season in spite of the poor business at the 
close of the season which they anticipate. 

Of course there are many of the shows which 
will continue to pay the full salaries to the end. 
At burlesque headquarters it was said that a 
reduction of salaries was a matter entirely up 
to producers and their employees to adjust 
among themselves,

THEATRICAL COSTUMES 


Are Subject To Depreciation in Value 
for Income Tax 


New York, Feb. 9.—The Bureau of Internal 
Revenue bas ruled that theatrical costumes are 
subject to depreciation in value for income tax. 
The action of the Bureau followed protests of 
theatrical folk that as actors and actress are 


often required to furnish their own wardrobes, 


depreciation in their value should constitute 
an allowable deduction in making out each in- 
come tax. 

The ruling of the bureau follows: 

“If costumes purchased by members of the 
theatrical profession are used exclusively for 
the production of a play and are not adapted 
for occasional personal use, and are not so used, 
a deduction may be claimed on account of such 
depreciation in their value as occurs during the 
year on account of wear and tear arising from 
thelr use in the production of a play or for 
their, becoming obsolete at the close of the pro- 
duction.”

dered last Friday to produce. He turned over 
to the court a great bundle of check vouchers, 


etc., and was then asked if these were all the 
ebeck vouchers in his possession, 

He said that they were, and when asked if 
he had been over them to see what, if anything, 


was missing, he replied that he had not, but 
that he was quite sure he had no others, Ile was 
then asked If there were any more that he knew 
of in the possession of any other of the officials of 
the Rats. ‘To the best of my belief these are 
all that there are."’ he replied, 

Mr. Supinsky then asked if anything of the 
kind was in the possession of Mr. FitzPatrick 
ond if he was ready to produce those papers 
which, it had been testitied, Mr. FitzPatrick wax 
holding. 

“] am quite sure,’’ said Mountford, ‘‘that he 
has no check vouchers."’ Mountford then pre- 
sented to the court a letter written by him to 
FitzPatrick after last Friday's session in which 
he had informed FitzPatrick that the court had 
ordered the papers in his (FitzPatrick’s) pos- 
session produced at once and requesting Fitz- 
Patrick to send them on to him at once. He 
then presented the letter received by him in 
response to his request. It was as folows: 


Home, Wednesday Night, Feb. 6, 1918. 

My Dear Mountford—Your letter requesting 
me to send you any and all books of the White 
Rats in my possession came this morning and 
I hasten to answer pot because the matter is so 
important to me, but because I am up to my 
neck in other things and I don't know when I 
will get time to reply later. 


1 would glady send you anything I have 
that might answer the demands of justice, but 
as 1 consider the present action the purest 
travesty on the law and the facts, that the 
motive back of It is personal persecution of the 
lowest order, and that the officers of the court 
hare been deceived to their eyes, I can not see 
my way clear to do what you ask. However, 
this is obiter dictum. The real reason is this: 
In view of the fact that I am a director, that 
I bave been in New York for days at a time 
since the action was set on fvot and that I have 
never been served with a summons of any kind 
in any way as the law requires, that the book< 
in question have never been under the jurisdic- 
tion of the court in this action, and that they 
ate not now in the jurisdiction of the court in 
this action, in view of all these facts I must 
refuse to do what you ask. Any information 
you want that I can give you I'll be glad to sen! 
on, but I am advised that I am altogether with- 
in my rights in this matter and I intend to keep 
so. All this without any disrespect fer the 
referea or the law or the demands of justice, 
which last I believe bas nothing whatever to do 
with the case. 

1 may go to the front very unexpectedly if a 
plan 1 have in mind is carried out successfully, 
so you will understand why I am writing so 
hurriedly and briefly. My work has accumu- 
lated in awful shape and I simply must get it 
dene before I can think of such amenities of 
existence as writing long letters.

Mr. Sapinsky offered in evidence both the 
Mountford letter and the one received in reply. 
He asked Mountford if he had dictated the let- 
ter written by FitzPatrick or if he had indicated 
to the latter the tenor in which he had replie’. 
Mountford answered in the negative and said 
the letter written by bim to FitzPatrick which 
be had turned over to the court constituted the 
entirety of his communication to FitzPatrick. 

“That is a very impudent letter,’’ commented 
Referee Schuldenfrei. ‘*I suggest that you make 
applicatiun to the Supreme Court, Mr. Sapinsky. 
to see that the mandate of this court is upheld 
and that these papers are produced. It is @ 
most unusual letter and I feel very keenly that 
one of the respondents to this action should 
allowed to talk in this way and not be brought 
te task for it.” 

Mr. Sapinsky replied that be would imme- 
diately take the necessary legal steps, as sug-

Judge Myers objected on the ground that 
this matter had already been gone over, but the 
court overruled the objection, 

“Did this Mir. Zorn referred to in the article 
reprinted from The Call give any money to the 
— as a loan?’ asked Mr, Sapinsky. 

“No.”* 

“Rut Mr, Znbell made a loan to the union and 
Mr. Zorn was attorney for him at that time, 
was he not?’’ 

**No.’* 

“But the union obtained a loan from Jacob B. 
Zubell, did it not?’” 

**No,”? 

This line of questioning was persisted nn- 
t!l Mountford admitted that Jacob B. Lubell 
(not Zubell) had made a loan to the White 
Kats Realty Company. 

“Then why didn’t you say so?’ asked Mr. 
Sapinsky. 

*Because you asked me if a man nemed 
Zubell made such a loan—the man’s name is 
Lubell not Zubell.’’ 

“And because of that I had to ask about ten 
unnecessary questions,’ said Mr. Sapinusky. 

“Ask it right In the first place and you won't 
hare to ask the other nine,’ interjected Judge 
Myers. 

“| see you have a very careful witness,” 
commented the referee, 

“I bave to -be careful,’* said Monntford. 

“at's his business to be,’’ added Judge Myers. 

Questioned further on this loan, Mountford 
sald that he had talked over the matter of a 
loan with Mr. Lubell and the latter had said he 
could make a loan on the furniture, and such a 
loan was made for $5,000. The money had been 
spent in the strike. That $5,000 had eventually 
been paid back to Mr, Lubel!. 

“By whom?" asked Mr. Sapinsky. 

“A man named Corcoran.” 

“And who is he?’’ 

“I don’t know.” 

Here Mountford said he conld clear up this 
whole matter if permitted to proceed and tell 
in his own way the circumstances under which 
this loan was made and the final payment of 
the note.

He said that after the loan had been made it 
developed that the furniture was covered by 
the blanket mortgage on the White Rats’ prop- 
erty thus placing him (Mountford) in the 
peculiar position of having obtained the loan 
on the representation that there was no lien 
on the furniture, whereas the Dlanket mortgage 
covered it. He had done this on the advice of 
Zorn, who had searched the title and who had 
overlooked the fact that the furniture was in- 
cluded in the blanket mortgage. 

Then came the boycotts, the picketing, the 
installation of a gunman in the house across 
the street and business went from bad to worse. 
Malicious stories were circulated 


Sackett called up in reference to the $49,000 
mortgage aud asked what was intended to be 
done to protect the bondholders. He was told 
that everything would be done to protect them. 
Certain parties continued carrying the malicious 
stories to Mr. Sackett and he called the note. 
He (Mountford) was called to the Mutual Bank 
and told that the property must be sold. Un- 
der compulsion of the bank they did sell for 
little or nothing. But thru all this Mr, Cor- 
coran never showed himself, 

The lease had been assigned to Mr. Corcoran, 
who apparently was acting for Messrs. Albee, 
Keith and Murdock of the United Booking Of- 
fices, fur the property was turned over to a 
concern contacted by them called the 229 W. 
Forty-sixth Street Corporation. 


In reply to further questioning Mountford 
sald that neither the union nor the Realty 
Company had received anything in addition to 
the $5.000 for the assignment of the lease to 
Corcoran, 


Here Judge Myers objected to dragging in the 
Realty Company. He eaid the order for the 
proceedings were simply for the purpose of 
investigating the White Rats Actors’ Union 
and not the White Rats’ Realty Company, 

Referee Schuldenfrei said there bad already 
been plenty of facts introduced to show the 
connection between the two and that the court 
was quite witbin its rights in going into the 
Realty Company's affairs. 


“I don't think there hare been any facts to 
date,” said Judge Myers, “I object to going 
into the affairs of the Realty Company, and I 
take an exception to the ruling.’’ 

Mountford admitted that certain other cred- 
itors got about $6,000. 

“Who?” he was asked. 

“It was used to pay commercial debts."’ 

“Yes, but who?’’ 

“Ob, the butcher, the baker, the’— 

“Stop right there,” interrupted Referee 
Schuldenfrei, ‘‘unless you mean literally what 
you say.”’ 

“J do mean that exactly.” 

“Can you furnish us a list of those who 
were paid?” 

“You better get that from Mr. Sackett, he 
saw to the payments.’’ 

Mountford was next asked about the note of 
$49,000 to the Mutual Bank. He said that 
when he came back the note was for $101,000 
and he had reduced it to $49.000. He had 
done this by selling some railroad bonds, which 
paid four per cent, whereas the bank was being 
paid six per cent. About $40.000 of these 
stocks were sold. The note was further re- 
duced by certain cash payments. 

Mountford next told of his return to the 
Rats, of the conditions he found. of the dis- 
aster he saw threatening the Rats and of the 
storm si¢nals he pnt un as a warning. 

He said he told the Rats frankly of the de- 
Plorable conditions he found, calling their at- 
tention to the fact that things could not pos- 
sibly go on that way. He was satisfied at the 
time that all was not right and he bad urged 
the taking of some action against those re- 
sponsible. 

Mountford then wanted to submit some sort 
of communication in ‘justice to Mr. McCree,” 
as he put it. The referee halted him with: 

“This spread eagle oratory has gone about 
far enongh.”’ 

Monntford was then asked what 
lar officials he had desired to take action 
against. He said he had suggested action 
against several; im fact, all the directors and 
officials at that time. 

Asked if some of these officers were not also 
ge at the time, he replied in the affirma- 

ve. 

“Naturally,”’ said Mr. Sapinsky, ‘‘these gen- 
por mare would not care to proceed against them- 
selves,”’ 

Mountford was pressed to tell of the irregu- 
larities he discovered or the conditions which 
looked snepicions to him. 

He replied that he wanted to have investi- 
gated the investment of moneys of the union 
thra the realty corporation. he wanted to know 
about the proceeds from a fair held at the club 
and also a benefit given at the Manattan Opera 


partieu- 


House. He had grown suspicious, too, over the 
enormous prices paid for certain things, these 
prices often being three times what he could 
have procured the same articles for. 


Asked to go more into defail he said that he 
could have procured printing for one-third what 
had been paid during his absence, and as a busi- 
ness man be could see only one explanation for 
the enormous prices paid, but he had been un- 
able to prove it. He didn’t know whether any- 
one got any rebate on these bi'ls. He had 
questioned the printer, but, of course, the print- 
er had denied any such allegation. 

He said the fair be had referred to apparent 
ly made a lot of movey, but apparently no one 
knew where it went. The benefit ar the Man 
hattan bad been given with the understanding 
that a certain per cent of the proceeds should 
go to the Actors’ Fund and when be came home 
he found that it hadn't been paid. He hurried 
up and saw that it was paid,

Mountford was questioned regarding the list 
of contributions printed from time to time in 
The Mayer, He was asked if all these amounts 
w-re paid to the union. 


He replied negatively. He said initials were 
often used and there were many fictitious amounts 
listed. For Instance there were contributions 
credited by initials to such personages as Mr. 
Albee and Mr. Murdock, and be was very sure 
they had never contributed. One purpose of 
thus padding the list was to eacourage other 
contributors. 


Francis James Fitzpatrick, of Brooklyn, former 
assistant bookkeeper of the Rats, was called to 
the stand. He told of his connection witn the 
union and said be left bis position there April 
28, 1917. At that time tbe union kept a cash 
beok, a cash disbursement book, a general ledger 
and a journal. After be had told of the office 
routine and methods of keeping books court 
was adjourned until next Friday afternoon,

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PRINTING SONGS FOR 
AMATEUR WRITERS 


A Phase of the Music Publish- 
t ing Business Which Consti- 
tutes Real Evil—Injures 
Legitimate Publishers 


Some sort of National legislation should be 
passed requiring music printers to inform ama- 
teur aspirants to publishing success that the 
mere process of printing up a song idea does not 
open up sales avenues. 

Printing for amateurs, as now conducted, is 
nothing more than a humbug. In a sense it 
is as unscrupulous as the erstwhile methods of 
the governmentaliy-checked song shark. The 
printers themselves know this, Mkewise music 
publishers, also performers, but the amateurs 
(the victims) go blithely forth to slaughter 
again and again. 

It is far more difficult for the amateur to pub- 
jish a few bundred copies and far more ex- 
pensive than for the established publisher to 
issue hundreds of thousands. This is because 
established publishers have succeeded in build- 
ing up their sales systems, 

As a result of these sales systems the ama- 
teurs are confronted by indifferently meritorious 
songs prominently displayed on counters and in 
windows. The amateur (frequently possessed of 
some degree of talent) sees these selling rapidly 
and arrives at the conclusica that he, too, could 
issue songs that would sell rapidly, 

He gets in touch with a printer and finds 
that he can get songs printed up for about 
two cents per copy. Simultaneously he learns 
that music sells to dealers at from five to seven 
cents per copy. He sees a clear profit of from 
three to five cents upon every copy printed and 
has visions of a most profitable enterprise. 

He doesn’t know that his output is well-nich 
taboo at the hands of dealers. He thinks es- 
tablished publishers spend thousands of dollars 
upon popularization campaigns because they as- 
pire to selling untold quantities of their output, 
He concludes that he would be satisfied with a 
much smaller gross sale, sans popularization 
expense. 

The way of the amateur is invaribly the 
same. He shows a certain degree of talent at 
the piano or demonstrates impromptu skill at 
rhyming and holds forth glittering promises (in 
good faith) to a backer who advances the amount 
requisite. Sometimes a small office is secured 
and a real tragedy occurs when our genius gives 
up a fairly good mercantile business to enter 
the publishing field, about which he really knows 
nothing. At other times his home address is 
Placed beneath the imprint—a sure sign to all 
the world that an amateur has again come forth 
to slaughter. 

Those amateurs who have established credit 
in other lines are surprised to find that music 
printers invariably demand cash in advance. But 
contemplation of profits to be derived causes 
them to acquiesce readiy. With their printed 
copies ready they proudly visit local dealers 
(who usually are merely branch stations of syn. 
dicate dealers) and learn that there is no 
market for their songs. They are advised to 
send a copy to the syndicate’s buyer, who po- 
litely informs them that he is not interested in 
their output and won’t be until a demand 1s 
registered, 

This puzzles the amateur (who has seen many 
songs not in demand on sale), and, thinking 
that the price originally asked was too high, 
offers his song or songs to the dealer at a 
ridiculously low figure, but no sale ensues, 

Most of the aspirants meet the same ultimate 
fate. The backer loses courage and another 
aspirant is forced to retire. 

In the mea::ime the amateur takes his tale 
of woe to the printer, who tells him not to lose 
heart, what he needs are several thousand pro- 
fessional copies and orchestrations. Once the 
orchestra leaders get these compositions they 
will assist in popularizing the numbers. ‘The 
professional singers, upon receipt of the pro- 
fessional copies, will put the song or songs in 
their acts and thus create a demand with the 
public, 

The amateurs do not know that landing a song 
with performers is an art, acquired after long 
experience and at great expense. They do not 
know that a vast majority of performers have 
a set method of securing new materiaL How

songs would writers be when five long years of smiles and tears should slowly pass away and 
bring the future to the past—tomorrow to today. The list that we considered held the names 
then close to fame, but now I scan it, end tv end, and scarcely find a name. 

The boys who looked sure-fire then have since been fired sure; the ones who wrote the 
punkest stuff now write the ballads pure; the lads whom we gave thirty days to find some other 
field have found a place in writing ranks that steady profits yield. I realize what big surprise 
old Father Time has sprung—you can’t dope out tomorrow while today is still quite young. 

And there are names now stuck on songs which five short years ago nobody in the world of 
song had ever chunced to know. Of course, oldtimers still keep on, and yet it seems to me that 
they are slowly dropping out—a small minoritr. The ones who meant so much to us—the great- 
est of the great—are struggling now, they're victims of the irony of fate. 

If I should ever make a list for five years from today I'd gather up my prophecy in a more 
novel way. I'd take a ‘phone directory and scan the list so long until I’d find a name that ought 
to look good on a song. For what's the use of taking names that for a time hold sway when 
every one we picked was wrong—five years ago today?—CASPER NATHAN. 


APPRECIATION 


An interesting psychological treatise could be written on the theme, just what part of an 
acknowledged genius’ success is attributable to the amount of encouragement received at an 
earlier period, when the earmarks of talent were not so long that every passerby could pull 
them? Those who make good in the song world are deserving of credit. But how much more 
credit should be given those whe appreciated the qualities of genius and (not infrequently to 
personal disadvantage) gave the genius to the world, and, perhaps, themselves to oblivion? We 
are living in an age of specialization, when, in order to truly succeed, an aspirant must do one 
thing especially well. Sometimes those associated with geniuses do their one thing especially 
well, receiving no greater reward than the proof that their surmisals were correct. What a 
wonderful type of genius is the uncrownea and unknown genius who makes the obvious genius

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BUSINESS UNUSUALLY GOOD 


January Held Up Well in Music Sales 
Despite Depression in Other Lines 


Music publishers ask for no better break than 


that received during the month of January. 
Sales were exceedingly brisk, and reorders were 
the rule, 

One peculiar thing to be noted in the 10- 
cent stores is the fact that some of the best 
selling numbers have not yet become popularized. 
It apparently rests upon the fact that, now that 
it is extremely hard for any one publisher to 
line up many performers with a single song, 
the public finds few or no numbers enjoying 
tremendous popularity and buys those which 
prove most pleasing at demonstrations, or which 
possess the most alluring title pages. 

The ten-cent stores used to say that their 
purchases were governed by demand, but this 
business policy bas been practically discarded 
recently, save in the case when a ‘“‘natural’’ 
swept the country. 

The mechanical instrument market is in a 
very chaotic state. Finding that the dealers 
are no longer an index of really popular num- 
bers, both becanse programs must be made up 
in advance and because few numbers stand out 
from the rest in enjoyment of popularity, the 
phonograph and roll men are compelled to guess 
and frequently make very bad guesses. Their 
conception of patriotic numbers likely to be in 
demand is peculiarly absurd, their catalogs 
showing a tendency fo laud Southern generals 
of the Civil War, but this may be due to the 
fact that the publishers theméelves have for- 
gotten just what the Civil War was all about 
and now have a vague notion that Lee and 
Jackson fought to preserve the Union and 
democracy.

An Interview With Reginald De Koven 


AMERICAN COMPOSER 


Recently The Billboard concert man wrote 
o Reginald De Koven, the American composer, 
»pera director, conductor, musical critic and all 
round patron saint of good music, telling him 
uat The Billboard stood for the principle of 
naking Americans paramount thruout our entire 
nusical life and asking for a little talk with 
iim along these lines, 


Mr. De Koven courteously replicd from the 
Knickerbocker Club, and after a little tele- 
yhoning an appointment was made for me to 
neet him at his house at 1025 Park avenue, 
New York. 


Having become quite accustomed to finding the 
najor proportion of New York musical folk liy- 
ng as cliff dwellers in big apartment houses, the 
vriter was quite surprised to find No. 1025 
ibove the front door of a big three-story and 
vasement mansion, magnificent enough to house 
i standard oil magnate, 


A liveried servant opened the door, and upon 
ny asking for Mr. De Koven politely announced 
hat that gentleman was expecting me and he 
vould ‘‘show me right up,’’ which was done 
vith the assistance of an automatic elevator. 
Jpon reaching the top floor and walking thru 
he hall a few paces I was ushered into what 
seemed to me to be the most satisfying private 
study I bed ever seen. It was on the back of 
‘he house, with windows to the east, with an 
tbundance of light and away from the noise of 
he street. Quietness reigned supreme. 


On the right, as one entered over a rug-cov- 
‘red floor, stood a beautiful grand piano, plenty 
of books «vere everywhere, a great open fire- 
ylace beckoned a welcome, and pictures, appro- 
wriate to an artistic atmosphere, hung upon the 
valls, A comfortable sofa, with many pillows, 
vas close at hand, and last, but not least, 
‘here stood in the middle of the room a medium 
‘ized, but well-arranged, mahogany desk, the 
wderliness of which indicated the orderliness of 
he owner’s mind. No scattered papers, no dust, 
10 ink splashes, grimy blotters, corroded pens or 
confusion of papers, but instead all neatly ar- 
‘anged, giving out the message that the owner 
lid one thing at a time and did it well—that 
he secret pigeon-holes of his mind were as well 
ordered as those of his desk. 


In a few minutes Reginald De Koven entered 
he room, and, just for an dnstant, there was an 
mpression of affectation, a sort of an as- 
sumed superiority which seemed to say, did you 
yring your references and a history of your 
intecedents. But this impression avas only for 
tn instant and was soon effaced by the com- 
yoser’s friendly handshake and straight-from-the- 
thoulder American, ‘‘Well, what can I do for 
rou?” spoken with agreeable simplicity. 

Mr. De Koven believes that in the past we 
iave had altogether too much of musical snob- 
yisbness in this country. Foreign artists and di- 
sectors have been brought here who have had in 
‘eality, or have affected, a contempt for every- 
thing musical in America, and especially for 
American compositions and American trained 
irtists. To make this condition worse a large 
vart of our own European inoculated musical 
yeople have, in mimicry, assumed the same at- 
ditude making themselves believe that in a mu- 
sical way ‘‘no good could come out of Nazareth’’ 
(America). 


Mr. De Koven holds that car musical develop- 
nent will come rather thru opera than by 
neans of works in the classical forms; sym- 
vhonies may show high skill in the many tech- 
licalities of musical art, but opera appeals to 
the eye, as well as the ear, is better under- 
stood by the great messes of peaqple, and it 
will be thru opera that our masical development 
will come to its highest and best fruition. 

Also our opera must be sung in English, our 
»wn language, the vernacular. When opera is 
sung in Germany it is sung in German, in Italy 
n Italian, in France in French. Why, then, 
should not opera in America be sung in English? 
tnglish for an English-speaking persop is the 
nost singable language in the world, aside 
‘rom the Italian wiff its many vowel sounas, 


.will play in our future musical growth. 


but the advantage of having opera sung ip our 
own language whereby the people could -under- 
stand at least a part of what avas sung would 
be an advantage which would far outweigh what 
our language might lack in singability as com- 
pared to Italian,

of the highest order, bowing in worshipful 
adoration despite the fact that upon every hand 
we had American artists equa] to, or superior to, 
many of them in every way. 

We have been altogether too willing to believe 
that we had no great American opera or or- 
chestra directors, hence the opening of the great 
war found our big opera organizations, and all 
but one or two of our symphony orchestras, en- 
tirely under the direction and control of for- 
eigners, 

r. De Koven thinks that only thru such great 
organizations as the Federation of Musical 
Clubs of America, whose motives are wholly

It is said Mr. Gatti-Casazza, of the Metro- 
politan Opera House, made his great reputation 
in Europe as a producer of the Wagner operas. 
A few years ago, in conversation with 4m, Mr. 
De Koven asked Mr. Gatti-Casazza if when he 
produced the Wagner operas in Italy they were 
sung in German or Italian. Mr. Gatti-Casazza 
replied that they were sung in Italian, of 
course, and, avhen asked why, Mr. ‘‘Gatti’’ re- 
plied, ‘‘So people could understand them.’’ ‘Mr. 
De Koven then asked Mr. Gatti-Casazza why the 
same rule should not apply to foreign operas 
sung in America? Past prejudices as to opera 
in English have not been so much because of 
the language as on account of bad translations 
of standard works. 


Ballad concerts are now playing, and will in 
the future play, an important part in ow mu- 
sical development. The very fact of their -popu- 
larity and understandd@bility by the people gen- 
erally is the best possible sign of their ef- 
fective importance and indicate the part they 
Bal- 
lads reveal the essence of music as it is datent 
in the hearts of the people and reveals it in 
inte efbhle form, 

Many third-ckass European artists have in the 
past been brought here, the stamp of a Eu- 
ropean director in control of our great American 
musical organizations put upon them, and we 
have then been ready to accept them as artists 


altruistic, can we get a real expression of our 
American musical life and ideals, and that thru 
their influence and that of similar organizations 
will finally come the realization of American 
musical possibilities; for, in the near future 
their influence will bring such pressure that, aM 
else being equal, the control of our great mu- 
sical organizations will be given to Americans: 
then the American composer, singer and m- 
sician will be given ¢pportunity to come into 
their own, 


Mr. De Koven paid due respect to the great 
capabilities, large experience, and high standing 
of Mr. Gattl-Casazza, Mr. Campanini and the 
many great orchestra leaders Europe has fur- 
nished us, but he believes that now, when the 
sentiments of the entire country are crystaHizing 
into such concrete patriotism as was never be- 
fore known, it is also the time to solidify our 
latent musical patriotism, throw off the shackles 
of European musical bondage and insist that 
the American con*poser, singer and musician de 
given at least equal opportunity ayith the for- 
eigner to take their rightful place in American 
musical lbfe, 

REGINALD DE KOVEN 

Composer, born at MidHetown, Conn., April 3, 
1859. Entered St. Johns College, Oxford, Eng., 
in 1879 and graduated with degree of B. A. 
While there he composed his first song, Marjorie 
Daw. His first operatic composition was Cupid 


(Hemen & Co.), which was never produced. Ir 
1887 he wrote The Begum, which had a suc 
cessful run in New York. This so encouraged 
Mr. De Koven that he went abroad to study, 
While a pupil of Richard Genee in Vienna ir 
1889 he wrote his third opera, Don Quixote. This 
was follewed in 1890 by Robin Hood, made fa. 
mous by The Bostonlans. The Knickerbockers, 
The Fencing Master and The Algerian followe¢ 
in succession. The Highwayman, Rob Roy, The 
Three Dragons and most of the masic for The 
Man in the Moon and From Broadway to Tokic 
preceded his epera, Happyland, in which De 
Wolf Hopper stasred the seasons 1906-'07-'08. 
Mr. De Koven'’s The Girls of Holland, book by 
Stanislaus Stange, originally called The Snow 
Man, was seen at the Lyric Theater, New York 
November 8, 1907. In 1884 Mr. De Koven mar 
ried Anna Farwell, the daughter of the late 
Charles B: Farwell "of Chicago, who was United 
States Senator from Illinois. He and his wife 
are the owners of the Lyric Theater, New York. 
He is a member of The Players and The Lambs, 
Mr. De Koven's Canterbury Pilgrims was pro 
duced last season at the Metropolitan Opers 
House, New York.

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VIVID LETTERS OF TRENCH 


LIFE REACH HILDA SPONG 


Cecil Spong, Her Brother, Twice Wounded, Writes 
Realistic Word Pictures Which Are Touched 
With Flashes of Pathos—Says America 
Will Be Last Straw to Huns 


New York, wep. 9.—America will be the last 
straw against the Huns, says Private Cecil Spong 
of the Australian contingent in a letter to his 
sister, Hilda Spong, the clever English actress, 
and adds: ‘‘Thank God she is a heavy straw.” 
Private Spong has been twice wounded in trench 
fighting, and he writes of the bombardments, in 
which be was injured, as tho they were great 
adventures. - His letters are vivid word pictures 
of life in the trenches and in no man’s land, 

To his mother, after being wounded with a 
shrapnel bomb, he wrote: 

17th Ward, 
No, 18th Gene Hos. S. 18 
Etapes Hospital, 
“, 2-10-17, 
My Darling Mater: 

You will by now have received my Trench Card 
—doubtless imagining all sorts of things. How- 
ever I am very pleased to set your mind at rest, 
for I am very much alive and kicking, tho I 
had an awful experience and a narrow escape. 
I sent you a T, C, as soon’as I got to the front 
and from there onwards—imy time was very 
much occupied—Lord, mater, dear—old hands 
swear it was the severest bombardment ever ex- 
perienced, and I quite agree with them, It was 
one continual slaughter, blood and fire. Even 
my old woodenhead ached like fury from the in- 
cessant roar of thousands of guns. The trench 
got blown in time after time. Personally I dug 
myself three dugouts. Fritz favored every one 
of them. My meals chiefly consisted of sand, 
mud—or mixed—according to where the Fritz 
located his shell, with a slight flavor of Bully 
beef and Anzac wafer, 

The last night we were to have put in in the 
front line I and five others were detailed to go 
out into “‘No Man’s Land’’ and raid a machine 
gun posse of Fritzs, but, unfortunately, we did 
not know the exact position, for we walked right 
into it (twenty yards away) and got the warm- 
est reception you can imagine. They opened 
upon us with their guns and things fairly shrieked 
for five minutes. The chaps in front of me were 
lucky in having a shell bole to pop into, but 
poor me only possessed a slight raise in the 
ground, or rather a mound nine or ten inches 
high. However it was good enough to protect 
me from the bullets. How it did I do not 
know, but the fact remains. 

Fritz dropped to this after wasting three or 
four hundred rounds and then started throwing

bombs, with one of which he got me, Thank God 
it was one of his own, for if it had been one of 
ours 1 would have been as dead as a maggot, in- 
stead of which I am only suffering from shrapnel 
in the left shoulder and back, fairly painful, 
but not serious, not half serious enough to get 
to Blighty. 

After getting cracked a slight bank of fog 
came over, and I rushed successfully to a shell 
hole, where I stayed (in six inches of water 
and mud) for two and one-half hours. Lord, 
mammy darling, it was cold and miserable, and 
those d—d Huns kept up one continued stream of 
fire, so that it was impossible to move an inch. 

Eventually thick fog came over, and we all 
crawled, snakewise, into safety. I was jolly 
thankful, sore, cold and weary, but mighty glad 
to have got out as luckily as I did. I arrived 
here this a.m. Haven't seen the doctor yet. 

By the way, I'm on the cadge again, I lost 
everything I possessed up there; even had to 
discard my shirt, as it was soaked with blood. 
If you can possibly do it I would be glad for a 
pound, Send it in a pound note and register 
letter. 

I have seen the doctor, but with little result, 
as to where I am to go or stay, length of time 
or anything else. How are you, mother darling? 
Drop me a line like a dear, won’t you? 

Your affectionate son, 
TOBES, 
On Christmas Day, back in the line, he wrote 
his sister the following letter: 
45th BATT. (A coy.), 
A. iT) 
France. 
My Darling Hilda: 

If I remember rightly I was somewhat rudely 
interrupted in my scrawl to you. Half an hour 
later I was tearing madly across France—per 
express train—for this ungodly part of the line. 
It was wonderful work, and shows the ef- 
ficiency of our “‘heads’’ to move a _ whole 
brigade some (7) miles in half an hour, especial- 


ly when we (officers and all) thought we were 


out for a spell. Fritz broke thru here, and I 
believe things didn’t look too promising. How- 
ever we pelted him back good and sound and 
heavy, and by the present moment’s sound of 
guns he is not too pleased. 


I am at present some distance from the 
(strafe) and have been here for over a week— 
but just near enough for no lights—so I am 
scribbling this by the fitful glare of an oil 
drum, which I converted into a brazier in my 
tent. (I happen to have one for myself.) This 
same tent is rather leaky, and my left shoulder 
is accumulating quite a bank of snow. The 
fuel for the brazier I got out of one of Fritz’s 
dugouts. I must tell you of these dugouts some 
day; they are simply perfect—no doubt he is 
the Dugout King, 

By the way, while I remember: I haven't 
told. mother nor father that I am right in it 
again. I told them that I was in the forward 
area, but that was all, I can now wear two gold 
stripes, Got my left hand damaged—sbrapnel. 
I received a letter from dear old mother. 1 an- 
swered it rather briefly, and have not yet re- 
ceived a reply. In it I asked them to send me 
an electric torch. You have no idea how useful 
a torch is in digging these lousy (excuse expres- 
sion) Tluns out of their dugouts. They go 
down for anything from 10 to 100 feet under- 
ground, and en route there are all sorts of 
dangers (not allowed by censor to mention). A 
lot of the brutes crawl down these places, some 
wounded and some in fun. When we go down 
the wounded ones are the worst, for if they get 
half a chance they pot you from the darkness 
and then throw their rifle or revolver away and 
pretend to be dying. My God, Hilda, dear, you 
have no idea what they are—all for the Father- 
land and trained to the inch in the most dia- 
bolical, treacherous and unscrupulous methods 
of warfare. 

There is nothing overhand or underhand that 
they are not absolutely conversant with. They 
are strong (at present), and stronger than we 
are, but America will be the last straw, and, 
thank God, she is a heavy straw. 

She has the men (and fine types of chaps they 
appear), the money and the planes; and also the 
same determination that we have to win the 
war. When they get properly going, which, 
please God, won't be long now, the war will not 
be long in coming to a close. 

Many thanks for those lovely parcels. It would 
take too long to enumerate all their different 
usefulness, especially those warm, woolly things 
you knitted. Oh, what a blessing they were 
to be in this outlandish cold, frozen place. 

Our winter issue stuff is not exactly bad, but 
very thin and light. That kit bag of mysteries 
was indeed wonderful and caused amusement to 
my curious onlookers as one thing after an-

Before many weeks have rolled by America 
will have been knee deep in the world war for 
one entire year and the American theater will 
not have seen one play specially designed to 
further her cause or to inspire her people with 
fresh enthusiasm for the great task in hand, 
True, there have been a couple of English-made 
dramas that effectively had served such 3 pur- 
pose on the other side, and they have met with 
a sufficient measure of success to demonstrete 
that an American play, by and for and about 
Americans, would raise the roof and jam the 
houseg to capacity. In the days of Theodore 
Kraemer there would have been war plays 
thronging the popular price houses within a 
month after the declaration of war, and as a 
result there would have been an added impetus 
to enlistment, liberty bond buying and all the 
other voluntary duties of the moment. But 
showmen have either lost thelr courage or their 
“pep,” and the year has passed without a 
single big contribution to the cause by our pro- 
feseion. 

It isn’t that patriotic plays have not been 
written. We know of several promising pieces 
fashioned by practiced hands that are still to 
find a producer. There are a few more that have 
been announced for immediate production, and at 
least one has been put into rehearsal, 

This particular play is not without its ele- 
ment of danger, and its producers are to he 
congratulated on their courage in producing it, 
for it was planned to be of national service. 
The play in question is that which is to star 
Louis Mann and Sam Bernard jointly, and is 
tentatively called Our Friendly Enemies. At 
first blush it would appear that a play starring 
Mann and Bernard would suggest a reversion to 
the Rogers Brothers school of slapstick musical 
farce, but the fact is that these earnest char- 
acter comedians are to portray German-American 
citizens In a play of the moment that approaches 
tragedy in some of its situations and climaxes, 
but is punctuated and relieved thruout by com- 
edy of vital and timely significance. Mann 
plays the part of a German who has settled here, 
who retains his belief in the Vaterland, who 
cannot believe that the reports of German atroci- 
tles are not “‘lies manufactured in the Times 
Buillding,”” who cannot picture his beloved 
brothers and cousins and friends in the old 
country as butchers of babies and ravishers of 
women—in short he plays the rabid pro-German 
we all knew in the period of American neutral- 
ity. He has a son, who hears the call of hu- 
manity and enlists. The father discovers this 
and vents his embittered wrath on his offspring. 
The fatber has become so thoroly wrapped up in 
the cause of his old country that he has sub- 
seribed to the extent of his means to funds sup- 
posedly to be used for propaganda purposes to 
counteract the allied “‘lies” in circulation. It 
is not until he learns that some of this ‘“‘propa- 
ganda" money has been invested in a bomb that 
has been placed in the hold of the troop ship 
that is carrying his son to the front that he 
awakens to the terrible truth, and the climax 
of the third act finds him reading for the first 
time the lines of The Star-Spangled Banner, the 
American Wacht am Rhine—intoning the sylla- 
bles with all the reverence of a man at prayer. 

The danger in centering the action about a 
man whose viewpoint is distorted and popular 


who is bending every effort to make his country- 
men over here see the true light. 

One of these days someone is going to write 
an Uncle Tom's Cabin of the moment, and it 
will probably live for generations as the expres- 
sion of the great ideals that motivated American 
participation in the great war. It may be that 
in the new play described above the authors have 
hit upon the theme for such a play, for the 
great problem that now confronts us lies in the 
attitude to be taken towards our friendly 
enemies, the alien enemies and the unenlightened, 
naturalized citizens of Teutonic origin that sur- 
round us, just as the big problems of the 60s in- 
volved our attitude toward an understanding 
of the negro. But there must be other big 
themes to be found in the sweeping drama that 
is convulsing the world, themes that we may not 
yet understand in their vital import, but which 
some master dramatist may be able to handle 
with such skill as to make them contribute to 


hearts and minds of the people thru its com- 
mittee on public Information it appears to have 
overlooked a bet in not utilizing the power of 
the stage. 

Neither the printed word nor the pulpit are 
able to reach so many attentive ears as are 
the players, whose public pays handsomely for 
the privilege of hanging on to every syllable they 
utter. True, the public pays to be amused or 
entertained and not to be instructed or lectured, 
but playwrights have long since discovered that 
modern audiences cannot be provided with sat- 
isfactory entertainment unless there is meat 
and matter in the material offered for the pur- 
pose,

The publication of such 
a list is bound to have a depressing effect in the 
theaters the country over for some time to come, 
and other lists, unfortunately, must inevitably 
follow. In time the public will become hard- 
ened and calloused to such terrible tidings, 
excepting, of course, where the blow hits the 
home, but the depression would be intensified 
were slaughter and sacrifice actually depicted 
before their eyes. The Sheldon play, we are 
told, was written to serve a patriotic purpose, 
tho its theme has not yet been told us. 

That the government has not made a @ecial 
effort to foster the production of such plays as 
may serve its purposes is a matter of surprise 
to many. That the government has appreciated 
the services contributed by the theater in its 
special campaigns in favor of the loans and 
the American Red Cross bas been made manifest, 
but in its harnessing of the yarlous lines to the

America an English Colony 


The I. L. A. has a member in good standing 
who is perniciously active in trying to dis- 
credit not only the I. L. A., but the great 
cause of democracy for which our country is 
fighting. Month after month he has poured 
forth pages upon pages of his pro-German and 
anti-Ally infectious literary germ of that same 
fatal propaganda which has wrecked Russia, 


Italy, and with which the German propagandists 
have tried to wreck America. 

Arthur E. Gringle, Editor of The Lyceum 
World, a lecturer and one of the charter mem- 
bers of the International Lyceum Association, 
is worthy of some consideration at this time. 
Why? Mr. Gringle is a Lutheran minister, he 
lives at Patesville, Ind., and publishes a maga 
zine at Indianapolis. What is he doing and 
saying? : 

Some months ago he wrote: ‘‘We received 
information that during recent months that the 
membership list of the IL. A was padded 
with names of people who were conducting a 
pro-British propaganda, and had special reason 
for influencing our organization.’’ We pub- 
lished that statement and called attention to its 
utter untrutbfulness. What has been the re- 
sult? The Executive Committee of the I. x. 
A. has remained as silent as the Sphinx of 
Egypt. Why? We suspect that one reason ix 
that so many of our own members actually 
pat Mr. Gringle on the back and encourage him 
in his work that the officers may feel that 
he actually represents a force it takes moral 
courage to reckon with. Certainly The Bili- 
board has met a far more vigorous defense put 
up for Mr, Gringle than approval for even 
criticising what he is doing. But we believe 
that we should face the propagandist in our 
own ranks before we preach and talk against 
those on the other side of the ocean. 

The recent issue of Mr. Gringle’s magazine 
starts with a five-page anti-British diatribe on 
the Anglo-Irish relations, saying such things 
as “Could you in all the world find a more 
sacred trinity of privileged power than is fur- 
Dished in the persons of Sir Edward Carson, 
Bonar Law and Mr. Balfour? The war has 
brought them into power. Mr. Lloyd George :s 
described as the rubber stamp of that trinity.” 
Just think of a great world statesman like 
Lioyd George being branded by a contributor 
to the lyceum world as a rubber stamp for 
three political plutocrats, one of which has

f a lyceum editor circulating such rot. 
What does this article strive to do? Set the 
Irish on edge. Set the poor against the rich. 
The article says: ‘‘A few barons own the land 
and a few Rothschilds own the money.” Of 
course that is said to bring about a better 
feeling between capital and labor. ‘‘The Irish 
are the world's greatest optimists, the Scotch 
the world’s greatest pessimists, the English 
are the world’s greatest liars, and the mills of 
the liars are the property of the privileged 
class.”” That is more calculated to bring peace 
and amity between the English, the Scotch 
and the Irish than it is to add fuel to the fires 
of hate isn’t it, selah? 

Then here is a choice one which is aimed to 
bring Canada and America into closer relation 
of brotherly love: ‘You hear a good deal 
about the freedom of Canada. Well, there is 
more snobbery in a square foot of Toronto 
than in a hundred square miles south of the St. 
Lawrence River.’’ 

“The national self-abasement of the Scotch 
is at once the most surprising and most pathetic 
spectacle of its kind that the world presents.” 
Of course, that is mighty good doctrine to 
seatter broadcast at this time. Then the writer 
takes a whack at the English Government for 
trying to curb booze in the city of Glasgow. 
He says: “‘I haven’t the statistics at hand. but 
I venture the assertion that thruout the en- 
tire German Empire there were rbot for a like 
period as many arrests of men, women and 
children for drunkenness.”” And the Reverend 
Gringle furnishes the means of circulating these 


mere assertions, even tho they are against the 
very principles which he professes to advocate. 
The writer then Weaves a web of hate, which 
shows that he is trying to stir up the historic 
enmity of the old feuds between the Normans 
and their ‘“‘dull-witted @axon vassals." 
England has her Irish problem, but so has 
Treland, and Ireland could have had her inde 
pendence long, long ago if the Irish could have 


12,000,000 negroes in this country if they arose 
in rebellion against fhe white race because a 
few negroes had been lynched In the South, But 
this only brought forth more propaganda for 
the Kalser’s cause and a deep seated silence 
on the points which he stated. He now gves 
into ecstasy over the Postoffice rules and regu- 
lations covering the rights of editors to say 
what we think and to publish what we please. 
He starts a nationwide campaign and calls 
upon all Libertyloving editors to arise and assert 
our rights to discuss these obnoxious laws un- 
til they are repealed. He says: ‘‘We do aot 
want something worse in this country than the 
German Kaiser, but if we do not pay the price 
of liberty—eternal vigilance to see that the 
press and speech remain free—it may come.”’ 
Then he throws out this piece of editorial 
defiance: “As to THE LYCEUM WORLD we 
shall expect to go on using our liberty until 
prevented or stopped.

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GOOD ROADS BRING BETTER SCHOOLS AND 
IMPROVE SOCIAL CONDITIONS 


There have been many authoritative testimonials as to the value of the automobile and 
*good roads, but not often are such testimonials presented in the form of sworn evidence, 
That this has been made possible in Texas thru the recent judicial proceedings to test the 
validity of the State Highway Commission law (which was held valid) adds an additional

road is the tonnage he can haul. 


For illustration, if a man lives ten miles from town he 


can put eight to ten bales of cotton on his wagon and haul it to town, whereas formerly 
he could haul only two or three, or perhaps four, bales, and in muddy weather he could not 


begin to haul that many.

“I would say that the construction of good roads in this State has increased the educa- 
tional opportunities of people who live in the country at least 20 or 25 per cent; people 
can get their children to school where they could not before; some of them have little 
trucks in which they send them, and some have buggies. Before we had good roads, when 
it rained in the black land districts the children had to stay at home; now they can go, no 


matter how much it rains; if they don’t go in a little car they go in a buggy.

“Now we know the reason for the Russian 
defeat. Munitions made by the Russians or 
recelved from her allies were sidetracked or 
shipped to the east, making Hindenburg’s ‘vie-

torles’ inevitable. Whole trains were lost and 
even advertised for, but never found, 

“The Italians, too, did not suffer a military 
defeat. The slime of the German anaconda 
first did its work in the rear. The bravery of 
the Itallans needs no indorsement. Forged 
copies of two of Italy’s leading papers reached 
the trenches of the second army. They were 
dismayed to read in them that British cavalry 
had plundered Turin and the British cavairy 
were shooting down civilians in Naples. Propa- 
ganda behind the lines set thousands of ig- 
norant women writing to thelr peasant hus- 
bands, telling them not to throw away their 
jives, for peace had come, Prayer chain letters 
were also used, 

‘Doubtless the women were sincere, but they 
were easy victims of German propagandists. 
Not until the morning of October 23, when the 
Italians threw down their arms to return to 
the ‘joys of peace,’ did the oncoming of the 
hordes of Germans reveal to them that they had 
been tricked. 

“Intrigue accounted for the disaster to 
Roumania. 

“Today even Sweden and Norway are flooded 
with lying press reports and communiques, Only 
by such methods has Germany succeeded at all. 

**Let us keep before us this fact—hber propa 
ganda has ultimately succeeded every time. 
Inertia, apathy and our ridiculous idealism have 
paved the way for Germany’s successes.”’ 

Our duty at this moment is to stop the 
poisonous outpour of untruth and German propa- 
ganda, whether it be wrapped in the thin guise 
of “A Trayer for Peace’’ or the insinuations 
that wreck the morale of the great masses who 
must stand behind the boys who are behind the 
guns. Do your bit by spending a few cents 
on The Lyceum World at this time. Now is 
the time for us to act where our actions will 
ald our cause. We may weep over the death 
lists of those who have given their lives for 
our-country. We may feel sorry for the fam- 
ilies of the dead boys who hare died on the 
battlefield or have been sent to a shifting wa- 
tery grave by the treacherous submarine boats, 
but that will not help us do our bit. We have 
to see that our own ranks are purged of all 
who are giving aid to our enemies and hinder- 
ing our own cause.

FOOD CONSERVATION AND THE 
CHAUTAUQUAS 


The following is from a letter to Frederick C. 
Walcott, Food Administrator at Washington, D. 
C., written by the Chautauqua Managers’ As- 
sociation. It is in response to the solicitation 
of the Food Administrator, asking the co-opera- 
tion of the chautauquas in the campaign to in- 
form the public on the food situation: 

“Realizing the important part that the food 
prob'em is to play in winning the war and ap- 
preciating the splendid opportunity for the wide- 
spread publicity the subject can be given by its 
presentation to chautauqua audiences, we sug- 
gest that each manager select the best lecturer 
on each circnit, whose message would be in har- 
mony with the discussion of the food problem. 
Such lecturer will be required to thoroly inform 
himself and to devote from ten to twenty min- 
utes of his lecture time to the most effective 
presentation of the food problem, 

“‘We request further, if necesary, your depart- 
ment would incur the expense of transportation 
of each lecturer from his home to Washington 
and return. You could require him to attend such 
conferences as you may arrange and to receive 
the instructions you desire to give him. The 
Food Department to pay no other expense for 
such lecturer, the management defraying every 
expense of every nature for such lecture, thru 
the entire season. This will require thirty-five 
to forty speakers if each circuit accepts the plan. 

“We understand also that the Food Administra- 
tion will co-operate with the Department of 
Agriculture in furnishing an expert demonstrator 
for the purpose of giving a lecture on the day 
following the presentation of the food problem, 
at which time no admission shall be charged. 

“It is understood and agreed that the demon- 
strator shall be of the very best and satisfactory 
to the chautauqua movement.”’

I know, when I tell you, that this gentleman 
showed us the greatest series of card tricks 
that this world has ever known, and that the 
principle employed is absolutely new to magic; 
that I will, perhaps, be accused of exaggerating, 
but will mention that all of the members 
of the Society of American Magicians who have 
been priviteged to witness tbis almost super- 
natural entertainment, are unanimous in de- 
claring that Dr. Hooker’s Magic totally eclipses 
all previous effects with playing cards. Admis- 
sion to the seance is only obtained by personal 
invitation, and the night that I was one of 
the honored guests Arnold De Biere, Charles J. 
Carter, Oscar S. Teale, W. G. Stewart and my 
self made up the audience. Houdini was com- 
ing, but et the last minute had to go to Yap- 
bank to entertain the soldiers. 

Dr. Hooker calls his program Impossibilities 
With Miltiades III., and includes twenty-one ab- 
solutely new and original effects. On the stage 
were two side tables, totally devoid of drapery. 
On one was a bear’s head, which the Dr. 
called Miltiades III. It answers all questions, 
rolls its eyes and rises two feet in the air with- 
out any support whatever, and, remember, all of 
this on a brightly Wluminated stage. An ex- 
amined skeleton houlette was placed on the 
table and a pack of cards put in it, and instant- 
ly ANY card called for rose from the deck, even 
the front one, and there were positively no 
threads used whatever. In fact the Doctor 
seemed to be able to do anything with bis cards 
asked by the audience. Cards would rise two 
feet in the air, stay there absolutely motion- 
less until commanded, and then they would 
RETURN to the pack. The climax of the even- 
ing was the causing a previbusly selected card, 
on which we had written our names, which 
had been returned to the pack and thoroly shuf- 
fled, to rise from the houlette. The Doctor 
uses new packs of cards for nearly each trick 
and allows everything to be minutely examined. 
Carter said: ‘“‘I never believed such things pos- 
sible." De Biere said: ‘‘I don’t believe I have 
seen it.’ Teale, who had been a fortunate 
spectator at a previous seance, sald: “I am 
more mystified than before.’’ 

After the performance, which lasted about 
two hours, and we had regained our breath, we 
were entertained with refrestments in the 
library, and a new epoch in the art of card 
conjuring had been ushered in. 

I had a long talk with Hornman, who was 
one of the lucky few at a recent performance 
of Dr. Hooker’s, and he assures me that at 
present he has no conception of the modus 
operandi,

A CONSPIRACY TO HINDER AND DIS- 
CREDIT MR. McADOO 


Opponents of Government Ownership, Driven Desperate, Hesitate at. 
Nothing, Not Even Treason 


Washington, Feb. 5.-—Inefficient operation of the railroads, resulting in traffic conges- 
tion, with its grave attendant evils, was attributed by union labor leaders, at a hearing 
today before the Railroad Wage Commission, 
of the systems to make a failure of Government control. 

The commission was told by W. G. Lee, head of the trainmen; A. B. Garretson, head 
of the conductors, and other witnesses that this situation explained why the transporta- 


to a desire on the part of the managements 


tion systems of the country, including roads of splendid record, such as the Pennsylvania, 
suddenly collapsed. The brotherhood leaders used such vigorous expressions as ‘‘rotten 
railroading’? to convey their op:n:on of the way the business had been carried on since 
the Government took charge, and they offered to produce scores of instances of delayed 
crews, changes in personnel, and mis:se of rolling stock to prove their statements. 

Mr. Lee’s charges were made twice at the hearing. First he told the commission 
that he had evidence to prove that experienced railroad men were not permitted to oper- 
ate as their training dictated. Later he said the commission should not overlook the 
fact that the managements worked to make the cost and delay due to the law as great 
as possible. 

“Do you mean that the operating officials made the increased costs greater than they 
should have been?’’ Chairman Lane asked. 

“Yes, that was natural. They desired to cast reflections on the law,’’ Mr. Lee replied. 

“I do not think it was natural. I have not so cynical a view of human nature,” 
returned the Chairman. 

‘“‘We are prepared to show many instances of rotten railroading,’’ the union leader re- 
plied. ‘‘On a railroad not far from here I know of a crew that was called out and the 
sixteen-hour law overtook them before they left the terminal. The operating employees can 
not prevent these delays when instead of a train dispatcher there is back in the yards a 
train delayer.”’ 

‘Such a policy must go from the president of the railroad down to the dispatcher,”’ 
Mr. Lane remarked. ‘Do you think they conspired ?’’ 

“No, but I think a sufficient number were interested in working to increase delay 
and cost of the eight-hour law and to make Government operation a failure,"’ Mr. Lee 
answered. “If I looked for the real cause I would trace it back to about four banks in 
New York City. 

“Can you tell me why the Pennsylvania, long regarded as the model railroad, should 
fall down all of a sudden? Why was a veteran yardmaster at Alliance, 0., replaced by 
an inexperienced man who still is there? Trains have been delayed for hours at that 
point. Why do reports to the Interstate Commerce Commission show thet in Philadel- 
phia recently more engines were allowed to freeze up overnight than ever before? 
required two weeks for repairs. We have had winters before. 
tion just now? : 

“The old managements do not want Government operation made a success,’’ said Mr. 
Lee. ‘‘Do you think the public will let the railroads go back to the old system if Gov- 
ernment management proves efficient? That’s why I want to see the Government make a 
success of operating the railroads.’ 

Mr. Garretson supplemented his colleague’s statements. 

“The operating employees are thoroly aware of the type of clearing congestion which 
was in effect before the Government took over the roads,’’ he said. ‘‘They also are aware 
of the kind of transportation now being given. But I want to say there is one class of 
employees not engaged in giving a demonstration of what a failure Government opera- 
tion is.” 

D. W. Helt, Grand Chief of the Brotherhood of Railway Signalmen, asserted that 
the work of the Wage Commission was being ‘‘used as a cloak’’ by some of the roads to 
discontinue negotiations with employees which were begun before the commission was 
appointed. He said the signalmen of the New York, New Haven & Hartford were on the 
verge of quitting their jobs because of inability to obtain satisfaction on demands made

W. G. Lee, head of the Trainmen’s 
Union, openly made the charge at

“No, I do not think that everybody 
from the president down to the dis- 
patchers of the roads were in the con- 
spiracy, but I think a certain picked 
few were interested in working to in- 
crease delay and make Government 
Control a failure.” Continuing Mr. Lee 
also said: “If 1 looked for the real 
cause—the instigators—the head of the 
jeonspiracy—I think | could trace it 


and even a few very wealthy concerns 
that are fairly clean and decent. 

But there are a few—four at least— 
that the heavy hand of the Govern- 
ment should smash utterly. A few 
Senators and Congressmen (their paid 
retainers) will go into the discard with 
them, and, perhaps, a few (not over 
three or four) prominent railroad men. 

There is a chance, furthermore, that 
they will get their deserts. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo has never yet made a failure of 
an undertaking. Neither has President 
Wilson.

Mr. McAdoo 
has the President’s complete confi- 
dence. The President has the confi- 
denc of the American people. 

Mr. McAdoo is going to make a suc- 
cess of Government Control. Let us 
hope that in order to attain his end he 
will be compelled to smash those four 
swinish banking houses.

The following letter just received from Guy 
Weadick. We are publishing it in detail, as 
we think he has said a mouthful in regard to 
the betterment of the Frontier Contest game: 
“Replying to your letter of recent date, asking 
about one set of rules to govern all contests, the 
now famous ladies’ hobble stirrup wrangle, etc., 
etc., I simply say the following is my opinion 
of the whole thing. Of course, there may be 
many who do not agree with me, but, neverthe- 
less, 1m sticking to my opinion, because I have 
come to the following conclusion from actual ex- 
perience, not hearsay. You may publish this 
letter or you may not; it is up to you. I'm 
simply stating what I know to be facts and 
for the best interest of the Wild West game 
in general and the Frontier Contest end of it 
in particular; I think there is a great future 
for the Frontier Contest, if, first of all, 
the committees in charge of the various 
contests get together. If they don't the game 
is going to die a natural death, caused by ir- 
responsible and inexperienced people trying to 
put on a contest in every little town and village 
in the country, and in the end these little jerk- 
water affairs will become so common that the 
name Frontier Contest will not stand for any- 
thing but a little dinky fourth rate would-be 
Wild West show. If the various managers will 
get together and form an association, whose 
members have to be bona fide officers of a com- 
mittee that is going to have a bona fide cou- 
test, no matter how large or small, this asso- 
ciation would have rules to govern its members 
the same as the fair secretaries’ associations 
have, or the same as the various baseball asso- 
ciations have, They could then agree to use one 
set of rules at all contests, such rules to be 
decided upon by the representative of each 
Frontier committee. The question of judges, 
purses, guarantees, etc., could all be decided 
by the association. Dates could be arranged 
with as little confliction as possible. Whenever 
a town wanted to hold a Frontier Contest it 
would have to join the association and abide by 
its rules or else contestants who attended 
contests run by members of the association would 
be barred from attending a contest whose com- 
mittee was not a member of the association. 
In this way the contestant is sure of getting a 
square deal and the money advertised, because 
that would all have to be absolutely guaranteed 
beforehand to the association before the com- 
mittee could join the association. I really think, 
owing to the great distances between the varjous 
places where contests are held, that it would be 
2 hard job for the different coMmittees to get 
representatives to one place to meet. So 
would suggest that Mr. Cahill, of Cheyenne, 
Mr. Collins, of Pendleton; Mr. Corcoran, of Ft. 
Morgan; Tex, Austin, of Las Vegas, and Joe 
Bartles, of Dewey, Ok., be asked to form a 
committee of five to get in touch with each 
other and devise ways and means for the or- 
ganization of a Frontier Contest Committee As- 
sociation. The reason I mention these gentle- 
men is because each represents a contest that is a 
recognized annual event in their respective parts 
of. the country. They are all aware of the evils 
that exist in the game, and I’m sure if ther 
get together and then get every other contest 
manager who is going to have a contest, whether 
for one year or each season, they can soon 
straighten the thing out Where it will be the 
greatest thing that ever happened for commit- 
tees and centestants alike. At any contest I 
ever have in the future I'll be glad to use any 
rules and join any association that may be 
formed by the gentlemen I have named. Re- 
garding the hobble stirrup riders I'll say this: 
I know most of the ladies personally and have 
seen most all of them perform. But I think 
the arguments indulged in among themselves 
thru the columus of The Billboard and also

verbally at various contests put the damper on 
them as a very strong attraction in the future. 
No matter what any one may tell the ladies, 
whether they pretend to them they are in 
earnest or not, I'll tell them that the average 
bronk rider doesn't like to see them ride, be- 
cause he claims it cheapens his riding, and, be- 
cause, when a woman is popped around on a 
horse with her stirrups tied, it sure looks tame 
to see a man get up and ride one. These are 
facts, and I’m telling yoa what hundreds have 
expressed to me personally. Some of the girls 
got overanxious and overplayed their hands when 
they started out to make a set of rules and say 
what they would have to get. I think Prairie 
Lillie Allen it was whose name I saw attached 
to the letter which appeared in The Billboard 
with all the whys and wherefores that she and 
her ‘sister’ lady bronk riders must have. That 
is where your big argument started. People 
outside the business read it and expressed their 
opinion on it, and from the majority of articles I 
have read and from what hundreds of people, 
beth in the game and out, have told me I've 
come to the conclusion that lady bronk riding, 
whether hobbled or slick, is passe. They don't 
want it and would rather not have it. As I 
stated above. these are my opinions, based on 
what I KNOW. Others can do as they like, that 
is their business, but at no cormtest, show or 
exhibition of a Wild West nature that I have 
anything to do with will there be lady bronk 
riders of any description, age, color or nation- 
ality, hobbled or slick. There are plenty of 
other events on a Frontier program that a lady 
can become skillful and proficient in that will 
mke a bigger hit with the public than ladies 
riding bronks. I did not always think this, but 
I sure do now. I think 1918 will be the best 
year the Frontier game ever had. It's an all- 
American show, and the sooner all get together 
and announce their dates early so the contestants 
can form a regular route the better. Remem- 
ber the draft has taken many contestants and 
will take more. Now is the time plans should 
be announced. With best wishes to your depart- 
ment and all in the business.’’

JACK COUSINS 
Writes Interesting Letter of His Ac- 
tivities in War to Nobby Clark 


Will showmen make good for Uncle Sam? 
That question bas already been answered by the 
many who have gone to the various camps in 
the manner in which they have been uti- 
lized for peculiar duties, if they have not 
yet had the chance to show that they will make 
good in the fighting sense. A story of service 
rendered is related in the following letter from 
Jack Cousins, well known to circus troupers, to 
his old friend Nobby Clark. You might think 
it a page from one of the novels of Jack Lon- 
don or Rex Beach, it smacks so of adventure. 
The letter runs: 

New York City, January 10, 1918, 
Nobby Clark: 

Dear Old Pal—You will no doubt be surprised 
to get a letter from me. I only just returned 
from France two nights ago, making seven trips 
I have made across and back. I got The Bill- 
board all the time so as to keep in touch with 
the business I was’ born’ in, as were my father 
an@ mother. I saw your name mentioned in 
the Showmen's League news in one of the coptes 
of The Billboard I had sent to me, and@I got 
to thinking of the old times and what we had 
gone thru together. We have been to the top- 
most rungs of the ladder and have fallen to the 
bottom, but we never gave up or took the count, 

Well, old man, I joined the Government Trans- 
port Service and was listed as a vet., and put 
in charge of horses and mules for shipment to 
the other side. I have landed over ten thousand 
of them so far and I am still alive, altho I've 
got a hole or two in my legs and a few 
splinters in my body. Otherwise I am O. K. 
I have been to the Italian front, and four weeks 
ago I had breakfast at a campfire where the 
Aust-ians were trying to shoot the coffee pot 
off the fire. I have ridden hurdles and jockey 
acts over the top of torpedoes. I ran a race— 
m°n againist horse—around the track (with a 
submarine playing the horse) for eight miles, 
but the horse never caught the man. I have 
been behind the Enclish and French lines, right 
up at the front, and, believe me, they are some 
pippins as fighters. They've got the Huns 
licked to a frazzle. The French don't fear the 
Germans and the English boys hold them in 
contempt. In the spring when our boys get into 
the game (there are a lot of them over there 
now. A fine bunch of boys, they are, too, I | 
helped take the first ten thousand over) it 
will be as easy as chasing a bunch of Jack 
rabbits across the Texas prairies. Any one of 
them is equal to ten Germans. If they get a 
chance to break away from their keepers they 
will be in Berlin before April 1. 

Well, ola pal, I will be fifty years old 
February 24, and I passed the exams. for thirty- 
five. How about it? Some frame. I am as 
hard as nails, weigh 160*pounds, and am fast 
and clever on my feet. They found out my 
correct age from my daughter the last time I 
was here, and asked me if I would like to have 
a position on land so I would be able to go and 
visit her once in a while. This is what I told 
them: “You are putting fifty thousand cavalry 
down on the American border. Give me a ser- 
geant’s stripes and send me there and I will 
stay home. But I must be on active service or 
quit altogether.”’ 

Yesterday I was talking to a General, in 
command of this department in the East, and 
he knows so many show veople he is like one 
of us. He told me tha any time I felt like 
going back to the business I could e six 
months’ leave, but would st'll be in the -ervice 
and would be called if needed. - 

I don’t know just when I will go over again, 
(Nobby, as the weather is not favorable right 
now, 

Guess I will call it a day and finish this let- 
ter. Give my regards to all who care, and if 
you see Rhoda Royal, Joe Cousins or Art Eld- 
redge tell them my address and give them my 
best. With best of wishes to Mrs. Clark and 
yourself, I remain,

FIRST WINTER FAIRS 
ARE HELD IN FLORIDA 


Pinellas County Fair at Clearwater January 
23-26 and Lake County Fair at Tavares 
January 28-February 2 Prove 
Successes in Every Way 


Tampa, Fila., Feb. 8.—The Pinellas County 
Fair, which had a successful four days’ run at 
Clearwater, closed Saturday, January 26. Not- 
withstanding the frost and freezes there for the 
past few weeks the exhibits of fleld and grove 
products were even better than those of last 
year, when crops growing in the open had been 
subjected to comparatively little cold, 

The exhibits in all of the otber depart- 
ments were also far ahead of those of last 
year, the amusement features being excellent, 
and everybody who attended the fair pronounced 
it a great success, 

President R. F. Francke, of St. Petersburg, 
cave two addresses during the fair, and in one 
told of the purchase of fifteen acres’ of land 
adjacent to the county experiment farm near 
Largo for a permanent he-ne for Pinellas County 
fairs, on which it is expected suitable buildings 
will be erected before next year's fair. 


Tampa, Fla., Feb, 9.—The sixth annual Lake 
County Fair closed at Tavares after one of the 
argest and most successful fairs ever held in 
that county. The fair lasted one week and each 
day the fair grounds were crowded to capacity. 
The beautiful weather conditions aided greatly 
in bringing such a large attendance Special 
programs were held for the entertainment of 
the many visitors. 

(Bread making, using the wheat substitute, was 
held by Miss Hoyt, county agent, the process 
being shown in a modern kitchen on the first 
floor of the main fair building. Meat substi- 
tutes were also served to the people. 

Wednesday, which was designated as Negro 
Day, was largely attended. In a buikling set 
apart for their work were specimens of dress- 
making, fancy work and manual training. which 
were significant of the great degree of excellence 
they are making. Old plantation melodies, 
negro songs, dialect readings and speeches were 
given on this day. 

Athletie contests were held on Thursday, in- 
cluding running, jumping and pole vaulting con- 
tests, and in the afternoon a spelling contest 
was held. Oratorica’ addresses by high school 
students were held in the evening. 

The schools of Lake County turned out in a 
body Friday and a large parade was heid. 

Nearly every section of Lake County had a 
display of vegetables on the first floor of the 
fair building. The various farm products, citrus 
fruits, canned goods and other products as grown 
in the lake region of Florida were beautiful in 
their display considering the recent weather 
conditions, which for a time threatened the citrus 
fruits. 

The upper floor of the fair building was de- 
to displays by women, including handt- 
work, school exhibits, both vocational and class- 
, and many Red Cross hospital garments. 
Every school in the county was represented and 
many first prizes were given. 

There was an excellent exhibit of poultry and 
live stock on the grounds, and judging from the 
fifty coops of fine fowls the Lake County citizens 
believe in the best of poultry stock. In other 
parts of the enclosure were live stock exhibits, 


ARMY SUPPLY DEPOT 


To Be Erected on Keystone State Fair 
Grounds 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 9.—The Keystone State 
Fair Association is enjoying a remarkable ca- 
reer. A monster exposition was planned by the 
directors last year, and prominent men of the 
State, such as M. 8S. Hershey, the chocolate 
king, and D. Norman App, agriculturist, were 
interested. When the war broke out plans were 
indefinitely postponed, Recently the Keystone 
Industrial Association was announced as having 
taken over the land as a large industrial man- 
ufacturing company’s site, and last week 
the government announced details of a mon- 
ster army supply depot to be erected on the 
exhibition site. The land has been leased from 
the Keystone Industrial Association by the 
government. Over 400 acres of land will be 
used for the erection of a $13,000,000 supply 
depot. A veritable city, with hotels, theaters 
‘nd all conveniences, will spring up in a few 
months for the accommodation of at least 5,000 
workmen who will be employed. 

Pair association officials say that the land has 
been leased for three years, with option of pur- 
chase after that time. Plans for the big fair 
and exposition are therefore postponed until it 
is learned what the government will do with the 
land after the three-year lease expires,

During Mr, Scow’s seven years in office $15,000 
worth of buildings have been erected to honse 
the various departments, the premium list has 
been doubled, twenty acres of land have been 
added to the tract owned by the organization, 
making forty-five acres in all, and the business 
at the gate has trebled, 

The 1918 fair will be held on August 26, 27, 
28 and 29. Plans include an increase of $500 
in the appropriation for free attractions and 
$500 increase on the premium list, which will 
contain two new departments. For the first time 
in its history the organization’s books are clear 
of debt, with a balance on the credit side of the 
ledger.

Chicago, Feb. 9.—Did you know that Chicago 
has an amusement park which remains open 
every day in the year—rain or shine, blizzard 
or cyclone? Never in the bistory of Chicago has 
such inclement weather made itself manifest as 
that which held the city in its grip this winter. 
Yet this one resort—internationally known as

True it is that Riverview announces its season 
between dates embraced in that part of the year 
which is usually marked by balmy summer 
weather. But the season proper is the least of 
Riverview’s work or worry.

position in previous seasons). 

But to the far-sighted men who compose the 
personne] of Riverview'’s directing management 
the summer season is ushered in when the bard- 
est part of their year’s work has been consum- 
mated. All thru the dreary winter George A, 
Schmidt and A, R. Podge—the men who make 
Riverview possible—w'th their eyes turned to- 
ward summer, work lixe proverbial beavers—nor 
ean winter’s most inconsiderate blizzards cause 
them to deviate from their plans, which insure 
ever added interest in the attractions offered. 

“I believe the time for carpenters’ hammers 
to reverberate thru the park is long before the 
crowds start coming in,’’ explained Uodge, giv- 
ing an insight into the managerial policy. “Of 
course this means making concession arrange- 
ments when many parks are still idle, under 
great handicaps and at more than ordinary ex- 
penge, but it pays in the long run.’”’

Makes Annual Report of Cincinnati 
Zoo Gardens 


That Cincinnati's civic pride in the Zoological 
Gardens was awakened by the efforts of the 
prominent citizens of Cincinnati who saved the 
beautiful gardens for the public was shown in 
the annual report last week of Business Man- 
ager Charles G, Miller at the regular annual 
meeting of the stockholders. Even the extraor- 
dinary conditions due to the war were over- 
come by the widespread, new interest in the 
gardens. As a rseult there were important ad 
ditions to the collection of animals, birds, etc., 
there was an improvement in the appearance 
of the grounds, the attendance was considerabiy 
greater and the highest form of entertainment 
was possible in the first year of the new man 
agement. 

Trustees elected at last week’s meeting were 
Mayor John Galvin, ex-officio; Charles P. Taft, 
August Herrmann, Walter A. Draper, Charles 
J. Livingood, Alfred Mack and Chris. H. Rem 
bold. 

The report of Manager Miller said in part: 
“It is gratifying to report that during the cal- 
endar year 1917 there were 275,757 paid ad- 
missions to the Zoo, an increase of 17,484 over 
the preceding year, and, in fact, a very ma- 
terial increase over any year since 1910, with 
the exception of the year 1915, when ‘Cincinnati 
Week’ at the Zoo caused the figures for that 
year to be only slightly in excess of the figures 
above shown. It is gratifying to say, also, that 
the special outings given at the Zoo during the 
year by various Cincinnati organizations, firms 
and department stores contributed materially 
to the total. 

“While, of course, not only the bigh stand- 
ards maintained, but the pleasing and appeal 
ing character of the attractions and entertain 
ment amid such an ideal environment furnished 
to the patrons of the Zoo the past year were 
conducive to a large attendance and made a 
visit to the Garden distinctly worth while, yet 
it is the belief of your business manager, based 
on many expressions he has heard, that this 
pleasing increase was due in a large measure 
to an awakened civic interest in the Zoo, caused 
by the noble manner in which it was preserved 
for the citizens of Cincinnati, who thus had 
reason to ponder over and recognize anew its 
great value as a civic asset, and to appre- 
ciate more keenly what an irreparable loss 
would bave been sustained had its continuance 
not been made possible. 

“From these figures, gratifying as they are, 
it must not be assumed, however, that the 
financial problems of the Zoo are fully met, for 
as the treasurer's report shows, in common with 
all enterprises there has been a very large in- 
crease in the cost of maintaining and operat 
ing the garden, due to the increased cost of 
food, fuel and labor, as well as of all necessary 
materia) and supplies. This fact, however, has 
not resulted in a curtailment of adequate ex- 
penditures for proper maintenance and opera- 
tion or for high-class attractions and educational 
and entertainment features commensurate with 
the standards desirable to keep the Zoo a source 
of pride to our citizens and a place where lofty 
ideals are inspired. 

“Your trustees have given and are giving 
conscientious consideration to the expenditure 
of the $125,000 raised by the citizens of Cin- 
cinnati for improvements at the Zoo. Plans 
for various improvements are now being ma- 
tured, altho for obvious reasons the present is 
not considered a propitious time for large ex- 
penditures in this direction, 

“In conclusion, while, of course, the uncer- 
tainty now existing due to war conditions makes 
it dificult to predict just to what extent and 
how the attendance at the Zoo will be affected, 
your business manager is proceeding on the 
theory and is firmly of the opinion that we may 
look with confidence in the future, for a people 
in wartime, as in any other time, must have 
some relaxation and entertainment; in fact, 
it is essential in order that maximum efficiency, 
now so necessary in the performance of their 
work, may be reached, and where can a clearer 
vision of and inspiration to perform the great 
task before us better be secured than amid 
the ideal environment at the Cincinnati Zoo," 

The war gardens conducted by Superintend- 
ent Sol Stephan produced good results. Steph- 
an’s report also shows that during the year 
104 animals, 399 birds and 49 reptiles were 
added to the collection. Among the animals 
born at the Zoo were: One lion, two leopards. 
one camel, two buffaloes, three élk, one zebu and 
eight deer. A large collection of animals an 
birds was received from Australia, too late 
for the summer crowds, so they will all be new 
to the public this spring. This collection in- 


cluded seven red kangaroos, four giant kan 
garoos, five wallaroos, two brushbtailed kan- 
garoos, one emu, two giant kingfishers, sev- 


tenteen phalangers and twelve white cockatoos.

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PROPOSED NEW AMENDMENTS 


FOR TRANSPORTING OF FILM 


Submitted by Bureau of Explosives to Committee 
of National Association of Motion Picture In- 
dustry—Attaching of Advertising Matter 
to Outside Container Prohibited 


New York, Feb. 9.—The Bureau of Explosives 
has submitted to the Transportation Committee 
of the National Association of the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry several new sections, to be in- 
cluded in the proposed amended paragraph No. 
48 of the regulations governing the transporta- 
tion of explosives and other dangerous articles 
by express. ° 

The new sections, ec, d, e and f, refer to ship- 
ments of unexposed motion picture film, nonin- 
flammable film and shipments of film with adver- 
tising matter, and should be given careful at- 
tention by distributors, exchanges and exhibitors. 

It is expected that the recommendations will 
be filed with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion at Washington for final approval at an early 
date. The amended paragraph, No. 43, as re- 
vised to date by the Bureau of Explosives, fol- 
lows: 

REGULATIONS FOR THE TRANSPORTATION 

OF EXPLOSIVES AND OTHER DANGER- 

OUS ARTICLES BY EXPRESS 


Proposed Amended Paragraph No. 43 


48 (a) Motion picture films must be packed in 
sparkproof metal boxes or cans complying With 
Specification No. 32. Not more than eight reels 
(approximately 1,000 feet each) may be packed 
in one such outside container. 

(b) Motion picture films may also be packed 
in outside wooden boxes complying with Specifi- 
cation No. 19, provided each reel is placed in a 
tightly closed inside metal container. The gross 
weight of such a package must not exceed 400 
pounds. 

(c) Unexposed motion picture film in tight 
rolls must be packed in interior metal cans, not 
to exceed five rolls (approximately 2,000 feet) in 
one inside can; the cover of each inside can 
must fit tightly and be held in place by a strip 
of adhesive tape or paper. The interior cans 
must be securely packed in outside wooden boxes 
complying with Specification No. 19. The gross 
weight of one outside container must not exceed 
400 pounds. 

(d) Noninflammable motion picture (cellulose 
acetate) films may be accepted without other 
restrictions when securely packed in strong 
packages of sufficient strength to carry to des-

Mayor Hylan’s Proclamation Put on 
creen 


+ New York, Feb. 11.—The proclamation on fire 
prevention recently issued by Mayor Hylan, of 
this city, has been vividly illustrated in motion 
pictures by ‘the Industrial Department of the 
Universal Film Manufacturing Company. This 
first link in an educational campaign on fire 
prevention, which is to eventually spread from 
Coast to Coast, is to be shown to the public tn 
one of the early issues of the Universal Ani- 
mated Weekly, 

This campaign is receiving the personal atten- 
tion of Harry Levey, manager of the Universal's 
Industrial Department. Governors of many 
States, fire officials and fire underwriters are 
giving the movement their wholehearted sup- 
pert. Mayor Hylan himself recently wrote to 
Universal as follows: 

“I heartily commend your fire prevention cam- 
paign. I can not think of a more effective 
drive against the enemy at home than you pro- 
pose. The film which you propose to use will 
bring the matter of fire prevention directly to 
the attention of the people, which, I am sure, 
will have a tendency to make them more can- 
tious and to better appreciate. the necessity of 
care in conservation of property by preventing 
fires,’’ 

One of the incidents mentioned in the Mayor's 
proclamation and impressively shown in this 
first film of the campaign is the usual result of 
carelessness on the part of a workman who be- 
lieves he is employed in a fireproof building 
which is deemed safe from any sort of conflagra- 
tion. It also shows the necessity of having a 
properly equipped watchman to prevent dis- 
aster which may arise from carelessness of this 
nature. Of particular timeliness is the pre- 
ventive methods suggested as a means of 
combinating the spread of havoc cansed by the 
Kaiser’s arson fiends, who are now proving 
themselves so effective in hindering the produc- 
tions of war necessities.

Two of these houses chose to call their plays 
as “‘the latest,’’ and the only conclusion that 
could have been drawn was that ‘somebody 
lied." The Commercial Tribune, in speaking of 
this predicament, said: ‘Let the managers be 
candid with themselves and their public. The 
theater which shows first-run pictures and pays 
extra to get the first service should be permit- 
ted to have undisputed claim to the distinction. 
As a matter of fact the morie a is pretty 
well informed about the doings of their film 
favorite, and when they read an ad promising a 
‘latest production’ and remember they saw the 
same play nearly a month previously they will 
doubt the statements of the mistaken manager."’ 


F. M. Kenney, of Cleveland, one of the 
founders of the local M. P. E. L., and until 
recently its treasurer and vice-president, bas 
left the field and has joined the sales force of 
the Gerlock-Waldman Company, real estate 
brokers of that city. 


The New Jersey House of Assembly passed a 
bill recently requiring exhibitors of that State 
to flash on their screen a diagram of the house 
showing the exits as a safety first measure. 


The lightless nights are not hurting the thea- 
ter crowds in Oklaboma City, Ok., very much. 
They turn out as big as ever. The Folly Thea- 
ter does wonderful business, and has large 
crowds continually, The house shows tab. and 
Universal pictures, with a change every two 
days.

comedies go over a hundred per cent stronger 
with effects and suitable music. I have watched 
the audience, and know from experience that 
it's music that makes the picture—better.”* 
And let us say that Manager Gribbell knows 
what he’s talking about, for he has a packed 
house all the time, and the Walnut is known 
as the house of good pictures. 


Doc Cram, manager of the Arcade Theater, 
Walla Walla, Wasb., bas at last Installed his 
new organ and everybody is anxious to hear 
the kind of music he is going to offer. Doc has 
been packing them in with Artcraft and Metro 
Pictures at twenty-five cents a shot. 


Newspaper advertising is a strong feature in 
promoting picture success of the various houses 
thrnout the country. Take Greenshoro, N. C., 
for instance. The manager of the Tijou Theater 
there took half a page of the local daily when 
he put on the Artcraft feature, Rose of the 
World. Needless to say this enterprising man- 
ager mopped up with it.

Falls (Minn.) picture houses, has his programs 
all worked out for the coming season; just got 
back with a pocketful of contracts. 


E. Marshal! Taylor, formerly railroad ticket 
agent in Butte, Mont., has assumed the re- 
sponsibilities of manager of the Orpheum Thea- 
ter there.

nevertheless the general cost of operation has 
increased so much that very few theaters can 
carry the burden and make a reasonable profit 
on their investment and enterprise. It is noth- 
ing uncommon to pay $200 or $250 a day for a 
feature, when a manager wants the exclusive 
first run. This payment is only a part of the 
total expense of the entertainment.”’

In her Southern home 
she radiates sunny charm, and in the lair of 
the New York leeches her work is singularly 
affecting. 

Sensationally daring is the plot which deals 
with a noted surgeon, whose theory that science 
should use the knife on the bodies of healthy 
criminals for the benefit of society results in a 
wonderful discovery for the good of mankind, 
while it subjects the doctor to a charge of 
malpractice that is immediately dropped.

Ivan Mozukin is a capable actor with a nice 
sense of dramatic values, and the all-Russian 
cast that supports him has been well selected. 
The phases of Russian life shown have a general 
interest quite apart from their dramatic worth. 

The story shows Ivan Ermoloff, played by Ivan 
Mozukin, a youth about to enter college, fired 
with high ideals and determined to let conscience 
guide him thruout life. In college temptation 
finds him a willing victim. He is made treas- 
urer of his college club and loses the club's 
funds at cards. He tutors the son of an old 
general and succumbs to the charm of the gen- 
eral’s wife. He wantonly deserts a girl who 
loves him and goes on thru life, always sacri- 
ficing the beautiful thing for the expedient 
thing, until he sells in advance the power he 
hopes to attain as a member of the Duma _ to 
obtain money for his election. And when he is 
elected the tortured hag, Conscience, confronts 
him. ‘ 

A good presentation has been given the pic- 
ture, except in the part concerning middle life, 
which is somewhat disconnected. The final 
climax is forceful and dramatic.—M. D.

FOR TRANSPORTING OF FILM 
(Continued from page 56) 
flammable motion picture films the outside 
packages must bear the yellow label and the 
total contents of the outside container must not 
exceed the quantity or gross weight permitted 

for inflammable films. 

43 (f) Shipments of motion picture film, with 
advertising matter attached to the outside con- 
tainer, must not be offered for shipment. Ship- 
pers desiring to include advertising matter with 
their shipments of moving picture films must 
place the same inside the outside box containing 
the films. 

*NOTE—Shipping containers complying with 
rule 43 (a), effective October 1, 1914, and pur- 
chased prior to February 1, 1918, may be used 
for the shipment of motion picture films until 
September 1, 1918, provided they are securely 
closed and in good condition, and provided 
further that if fitted with telescopic covers the 
covers fit tightly against the shoulder of the box 
body. Leather or web straps, if used, must be 
in good condition and tightly fastened. String 
or rope must not be used.

The entire complement of officers were fre- 
elected for the coming year by acclamation.

ADAMS—Mrs. Rebecca Adams, widely known 
singer, died February 7 at her home, New York 
City, at the ege of 60 years. She was born in 
Ireiand. Her husband, Robert Adams, of the 
Hoboken Land and Improvement Co., survives. 

ADAMS—Raymond Adams died at his home, 
156 West 74th street, New York City, February 
7, after a brief illness. Mr, Adams was born 
in Lodi, Cal., and was 24 years old. For some 
time he had been appearing with his wife in a 
dramatic sketch in vaudeville, 

ARMSTRONG—James J. Armstrong, well- 
known vaudeville agent, died at bis home, Jer- 
sey City Heights, N. J., February 38. He was 
born in New York City, and was 63 years old. 
In 1888 he was manager for Dick Fitzgerald’s 
Early Birds Company, and in 1889 took charge 


of Mr. Fitzgerald's vaudeville agency. Upon 
the death of the latter in that year he con- 
tinued in the business with Kate Fitzgerald, as- 


suming full charge at her death, which occurred 
in 1890. Since that time he had run the Dusiness 
under his own name. 

BIXBY—Frank Bixby, veteran manager, pro- 
ducer and director, died February 8 at his home, 
80 West 105th street, New York City, in the 
69th year of bis age. His widow survives. A 
native of New York City, Mr. Bixby had en- 
gaged in the theatrical business for over forty 
years, early in life managing stock companies 
and serving as advance man for many stars an 
plays and later winning an enviable reputation 
as a Manager, stage director and _ producer. 
Many years ago he managed the old Madison 
Square Stock Company. Funeral services were 
under auspices of the Actors’ Fund. 

BLAKENEY—William Blakeney widely known 
as a blackface minstrel in the decades before 
and after the Civil War, died at his home, New 
York City, February 10, at the age of 86 years. 
Mr. Blakeney was a native of Ireland, and his 
first appearance with a minstrel company was 
in 1847 as a violinist. In 1876 he left America 
for a tour that extended over a pe seven 
years, and made American minstrel entertain- 
ment famous the world over. The company was 
that of Kelley & Leon, noted minstrel managers 
of that day. In Australia the organization 
stayed long and reaped a golden harvest, but in 
India adversity was encountered. Here the com- 
pany was merged with the light opera organiza- 
tion of Davis & Frost, which had met with little 
success in a tour of Australia.

ganization’s offering of a combination of light 
epera and minstrelsy was crowned with A ke 
success in a tour of India, Japan, the ands 
of the South Sea and England, from which 
eountry the company returned to America. After 
the world tour Mr. Blakeney toured South Africa 
as a director of the orchestra of a minstrel 
eompany. Twenty years ago he retired. 

COOLEY—Mres. Lillian Cooley, wife of one of 
the best-known men in the amusement 
business, Hollis E, Cooley, and at one time a 
noted mezzo soprano, died February 6 at the 
family home, Greatkills, Staten Island, N, Y. 
For the past three years Mrs. Cooley had been a 
confirmed invalid. She was married to Hollis 
E. Cooley at Springfield, Mass., in 1883—a ro- 
mance that harked back to their school days— 
and shortly after this she made her debut on the 
singing stage in Girofle-Girofla with the Cal- 
ifornia Opera Company. Then followed appear- 
ances with several eminent organizations, usual- 
ly in character roles, among them an engage- 
ment with the musical star, Corinne. She had 
also sung before Antipodean audiences, making 
a trip to Australia with The Belle of New York. 
Her last — in New York was with (a- 
mille D’Arville. 

COREY—John Corey, for seven years stage 
electrician with leading shows, died February 
5 at the General Hospital, Pittsburg, Pa., aged 
28, His last engagement was with the So Long 
Tetty, Company. Mr, Corey was a native of 
New York City. 

EDDELMAN—Ethel Eddelman died at St, 
John’s Hospital, St. Louis. Mo., January 26, 
after an illness of one week. She was playing 
at the time in the Zig Zag Revue. Manager 
Charley Marsh and the members of the company 
ecmt a beautiful floral offering to accompany the 
bedy to Eldorado Springs, Mo., where interment 
was made. Before joining the Zig Zag Revue 
Miss Eddelman was a member of the Six Little

dear little teacher. This well-acted comedy- 
drama, so simple and so human in its appeal, 
bids fair to become one of the season’s suc- 
cesses. 

Tears and laughter alternate. If a tear comes 
with the storm of emotion a laugh follows as 
calmly as a rainbow, making each tear a pearl, 
and The Little Teacher contains pearls enough 
for a beautiful necklace—the most precious gem 


of which is Mary Ryan. 

The story concerns Emily West, teacher in 
Goshen, Vt. Two little children of her school 
were habitually beaten by a Sicilian mether and 
a drunken father, so the Little Teacher kid- 
naped them, taking them to live at her boarding 
house, which brought murderous threats from 
the parents and disapproval from the villagers, 
except one, Pug, a roughneck lumberman, who 
loved her and constituted himself a sort of body 
guard until gossip drove him from town. At 
the School Board trial it was detected that the 
Sicilian woman was not the mother of the 
children, but a kidnaper, and the children were 
restored to their rightful mother, whose place 
the Little Teacher consented to take in France 
as head of a home for Belgian orphans, Mean- 
time the lumberjack had enlisted and returned 
to Goshen. The closing scene saw the two pre- 
paring to go over there together. 

The play was staged with suecessful apprecia- 
tion for detail, the tidies, whatnots, worsted 
mottoes—all of the rural interior seems happily 
relateq to each other, They did not stand out 
separm@ely like a prize collection. 

Miss Ryan was altogether charming as Emily 
West, and played the role with sympathetic 
appeal. Curtis Cooksey did remarkably clever 
work. The well-rehearsed children simply cap- 
tured the house.

Who is to tell themr that the orchestra leader, 
made critical by long contact with the kind of 
numbers his patrons want, seldom awards their 
compositions more than a cursory examination 
before disearding them eatirely? 


It will be seen that the printer invariably 
“gets his.” The song may not sell ten copies, 
but because a higher charge is levied for short 
runs of regular and professional copies, also 
orchestrations, the printer sees a profit from the 

ginning all thru the transaction. 


The song shark was put out of business be- 
cause be made popularization promises which 
Were never carried out. The printer implies 
the same thing, but is permitted to do business 
undisturbed. 

There is nothing wrong ahout letting people 
who want to see their names on title pages 
enter into negotiations with printers, They 
possess the right to do so. But they should be 
warned that this is a sacrifice to their pride 
and not the beginning of a profitable business 
enterprise. It is highly ludicrous to eliminate 
the song shark when the worst aspect of his 
activities (printing) is permitted to flourish, 

Most ‘of the printers are honestly inclined 
men who would forego their illicit profit if regu- 
Jations concerning their actévities were universal. 
But in these days of great competition it would 
be folly for one to refuse this work from the 
unsuspecting only to permi¢ rivats to secure the 
profits. 

It wowld be a boon for estdblished publishers 
to eliminate the amateur pest from the deale:’s 
daily round. Performers would not be side- 
tracked by being showered with material they 
couldn't possibly use. Orchestra leaders would 
bo in a better position to concentrate upon real 
material, 

In this connection it must be emphasized that 
wil small publishers ado not come within the 
amateur class. Some, well knowing the difficnities 
of the came, persist ang succeed. But it would 
be far better for them if the out-and-out ama. 
teur were not imposed upon. Under present con- 
ditions many performers mistake enterprising 
publishers, whose limited facilities have made 
them unknown outside a limited zone, for ama- 
teurs. Most of the properly constituted smaller 
publishers would like to see warnings issued to 
pmsnective printers’ victims. 

When anybody tells you about “protecting” 
the music publishing game by eliminating abuses 
ask him what action has been, or is likely to 
be, taken regarding this greatest abuse of the 
sont world—the printer’s silent victim.—CAS-
